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Sent to Aid South Korea

needed fertilizer; (5) to construe

advanced for any of these

^yrovements and there is a small 
'existing indebtedness against the 
farm, refinancing of such indebt- 
edness may be carried out, if the 
refinancing is a small part of the 
loans. Mr. Sparks further 
stated 


that where the farm owned is too1 
small for profitable operation, i£ 
land is available, it is possible to 
secure a loan from the Farmers 
Home Administration to enlarge or 
improve such farms 
sufficiently 


for the farmer to earn an ade- 


,o income. Sharecroppers, rent- 


ers and day laborers who 
meet 


eligibility requirements may 
se- 


cure loans for the purchase 
of 


farms and to make necessary im- 
provements to such farms. Fam- 
ily-size farms were defined by Mr. 
parks as 
those 
farms 
large 


enough to be operated by the fam- 
ily of the operator without employ- 
ing outside labor, except at peak 
periods, throughout the year. 


The rate of interest is 4 per cent 


.itnd the loans are repayable over 
a period of 4 years; however, 
.all borrowers are encouraged 
to 


iretire their indebtedness as rapid- 
sly as possible in order to save in 
fterest.

Ben Laney 
to Speak Here 
Tonight at 8 


Ozark, June 27 —(/P)— Governor 


McMath today answered a charge 
that he had spent highway funds 
for "private projects." 


The charge was leveled by Mc- 


Math's arch-rival for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for governor, 
former Gov. Ben 
Laney, 
in 
a 


speech at Malvern yesterday. 


Speaking at a rural electrifica- 


tion association meeting here, Mc- 
Math declared: 


"My opponent stated that I was 


using highway revenues for pri- 
vate 'projects, it was most notice- 
able that he could not recall any 
specific 
project. 


"When he gets around to It, I 


believe he owes it to the people 
to explain about 
that 
concrete 


road he built to his farm in Mis- 
sissippi county during the waning 
days of his 
administration." 


The governor devoted most of 


his address to what his administra- 
tion had done economically 
for 


this North Arkansas region. 
He 


cited road construction expansion, 
under supervision of the Arkansas 
public 
servjce 
commission, 
of 


electrical service and state aid in 
improving the livestock industry. 


The governor spoke yesterday at 


the state convention of the Arkan- 
sas department, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, at Hot Springs — and 
didn't touch directly on Arkansas 
politics. 


He used the present situation in 


Korea as his starting point and 
went on from there. 


"Today we know the leaders of 


the Russian government and 
the 


Communist 
party 
are bent on 


world domination, and we doubt 
seriously if they could stop even if 
they should wish," McMath told a 
cheering audience. 


"Whether we like it or not the 


Jnited States is the only nation 
;hat has the power, the resources 
—material and human — and the 
character to stop the advance ol 
communism." 


McMath criticized 
persons 
he 


termed "Retreatists." 


He described these as "persons 


who want us to retreat, to with- 
draw from the problems 
around 


s." 
He said they're of 
the same 


type as those who praised isola- 
tionism" before World War Two

New York — (f>— Is this the start 


of a third world war? 


That is the question that touches 


most American hearts 
today 
as 


news pours in of the fighting in far 
Korea, the " I r e l a n d 
ot the 


Orient." 


I believe the answer is: 
"No!" 


I believe that the answer would 
still be the same even tough the 
United States 
dispatched troops, 


ships and planes to back up the 
cease-fire decree of the United Na- 
tions. 


Why? My convirtion is that So- 


viet Russia isn't yet r e ad y to 
plunge the globe into another in- 
ternational confiict. 


She stretches across 7,000 vul- 


nerable miles that aren't r e a d y 
for war. Both her frontiers 
and 


her wide open hartland are unpre- 
partd for war—if we can believe 
what our own military authoities 
says about her. 


Let the 
own Russian - trained 


forces in Korea sweep through that 
time-bound land — as tney have 
been doing. Or let them fail. So- 
viet Russia isn't yet ready to tie 
her own dreams of world conquest 
to the Northern Korean troops. 


She yet expucts to take Korea 


by the inaction of the w e s t e rn 
world. 


Again why? Because at present 


the Soviet military main political 
aim is to try to take the coun- 
tries on its vast borders by their 
own interior 
volutions. 
Greece 


yesterday, Korea today, southeast 
Asia tomorrow. And where the clay 
after tomorrow? Wherever 
pov> 


erty and interior political disaffec* 
tion makes a country ripe for its 
propaganda. 


Russia backed down in Greece, 


is still grappling in a sudden bold 
grab for Korea, hasn't yet made 
its maio bid for southeast Asia. 


Why doesn't tbi» j$eafl war right 


now? For a deep and basic reason 
inherent to the Russian approaih 
to its own predinament. 


In its very strength —its great 


sprawling contiguous 
realm 
o. 


land — lies its great weakness. I 
can be hit from many angles, and 
to keep 
self 
from 
being 
ap 


proached it has endeavored to sur 
round itself with buffer extensions 
of itself. 


Whether or not it really accepts 


these satellite states into the pat 
tern of its being, its leaders ar 
trying frantically to protect 
th 


main body of Russia from possi 
ble enemy blows. 


Russia lost the first battle fo 


Berlin when its attempt to starv 
the German population was coun 
tered by the great allied airlift 
which flew in food, fuel, and medi 
cine. 


That was a substitute for direc 


force — and it worked. The Rus 
sian propaganda failed. The allie 
delivered. 


It is my conviction that 
even, 


stronger measures can be taken 
in Korea than were employed in 
Greece — if the allied commanc 
decides it is worth the gamble. 


Why? Because Russia, big 
a 


she is, is still unhinged. Her twi 
greatest natural enemies are Ja 
pan and Germany. They lie at op 
posite frontiers. And weakened a 
they are, I can't see how Russia 
will ever go to war over Kore 
with these two great historic bull 
dogs unpacified — ready to ri 
her throat from either side. 


Russia is stall barking in Kore 


—just another test of 
her pres 


sure— and isn't ready 
to bite

From Seoul

(This report was confirmed two 


and one-half hours later by an- 
nouncement in Washington that 
President 
Truman had ordered 


American planes and warships to 
aid South Korea.) 


An apparently well-founded 
re- 


port from a source which cannot 
be identified said American planes 
"tonight" would begin 
bombing 


all towns captured by the North 
Koreans who invaded South Korea 
Sunday. 


(Part of this dispatch was timed 


just before midnight, 
and part 


after midnight. "Tonight" 
could 


mean in darkness W e d fl ,e S d ay 
morning or Wednesday tifght.) 


Early today a Seoul broadcast 


quoted President 
Syngman Rhee 


as announcing that "G evn e r a 1 
Church" has been jiamecLto com- 
mand a "joint defense operation" 
and that General 3$»IacArtnur has 
promised the soiitllJKoreans bomb- 
ers and anti-tank guns. ' 


The General Church referred to 


was apparently Brig. Gen. John H. 
Church, listed at occupation head- 
quarters as 
'commander 
of the 


Ryukyus (Okinawa) military gov- 
ernment. 


There was no immediate confir- 


mation at headquarters of such an 
appointment. The Seoul broadcast 
was heard by two different agen- 
cies in Tokyo and was in line with 
the trend of the Korean crisis.

shade better than two a month, in

tory, undoubtedly made over that 
period of time more speeches than 
any secretary. . 


In his first six years as secre- 


tary, Hull made 85 talks, an aver- 
age of 14 a year. This dwindled 
in the remaining six years as this 
country got into war'and Hull had 
less time for speechrnaking.'

Erickson, kingpin of a nationwide 
bookmaking business, today was 
sentenced to two years in 
prison 


and a $30,000 fine. 


The chubby, 54-year - old gam- 


bling mogul, who had plied his 
multi-million - dollar betting trade 
for a quarter century w t h o u t 
spending a day in jail, was sen- 
tenced in Special Sessions court. 


He could have received up to 60 


years in prison. 


Erickson threw himself on the 


mercy of the court last Monday 
by pleading guilty to a 
60-count 


gambling charge. 


A three-judge panel gave Erick- 


son a one-year prison term on one 
count of conspiracy and a second 
year on the first of 59 counts 
of 


bookmaking. The terms are to run 
consecutively. 


The moon-faced, balding gam- 


bling mogul, admited operator of 
a ?12,500,000-a-year, coast-to - coast 
bookmaking empire, also was giv- 
en a suspended penitentiary term 
of three years.

Government 
Is Big Rice 
Buyer 


Washington, June 27 — (IP)— An 


agriculture department spokesman 
said today the government 
took 


over approximately 2,750,000 bags 
of rice this year under the loan 
and purchase agreement program 
for the 1949 crop. 


Final figures are not available. 


A bag, or pocket, of rice contains 
100 pounds. 


The government took over the 


rice on April 30. At that 
time 


farmers with government loans on 
their crops either paid off the loan 
or let the crop go to the commod- 
ity credit corporation.. 


L. B. Ellis, rice expert with the 


production and marketing adminis- 
tration's grain branch, told a re- 
porter that the government 
took 


over approximately 1,800,000 bags 
of rice in California and about 1,- 
000,000 bags in the southern rice 
states, chief of which are 
Texas, 


Arkansas and Louisiana. 
. This, he said, was less than half 
the amount the government expect- 
ed to take over earlier in the year. 


"At one time," he 
said, 
"we 


thought we might have to take as 
much as 4,000,000 barrels of rice." 


A barrel of rice 
contains 162 


pounds. 


Department figures show that at 


one time this year the department 
had loans or purchase agreements 
involving a total of 8,200,000 pock- 
ets of rice. Of this growers ulti- 
mately redeemed all but the 2,750,- 
000 bags.
